Dear Elizabeth: 

After your telephone call last night I went 
through the drawer in my filing cabinet which contains 
all my McKenzie manuscript records and found only one 
negative - one of the drawings on the beam in the Mill 
of Kintail, done by Dr. McKenzie. I also found the one 
snapshot of you and Dr. McKenzie. Both of these I am enclosing 

I went through all my collection of photos and 
negatives and did not find any other, nor any reference 
in my steno notebook which I had down with me that day, 
of bringing back other photos or negatives. I feel quite 
sure that I do not or did not have these as everything I 
have collected on Dr. McKenzie was put in the same drawer 
which I kept purposely for my work on the biography. 

I do hope these turn up. I could provide you 
with a photo of the Mill of Kintail if you needed it 
but the other photos I have were taken from the University 
ARchives and I cannot pass them along to anyone else for use 
as I have had to sign an agreement with them as to the 
purpose of obtaining them.
